Before I was chosen upon the Board, I had 
for several years taken an active part in the 
administration of two large Voluntary 
Schools, and thus am not wholly untrained in 
educational work. 

To the present Board I believe that London 
oltizens owe a considerable debt of gratitude, 
By a vast amount of systematic labour, and 
by untiring watchfulness over the details of 
administration, it has, take its work as a 
whole, = its entire organisation upon a 
sound financial footing. Wastefulness has 


| been checked, whilo efficiency has, on the 


whole, been an object both desired and 


attained. 

I believe that the new Board would do well 
to continue in the main the policy of its pre- 
decessor, Yet care must be taken, and espe- 
cially by those member: whoclaim a complete 
independence from every party and ticket 
that a hard-and-fast working of economica 
rules does not (especially in the all important 
point of adequate staffing) stand in the way 
of true efficiency—which is not entirely to be 
measured by the percentage of “ Excellent ” 
Merit Grants. 

An address for a School Board election is 
not the place to air general views on educa- 
tion. The members of the School Board, 
moreover, have not got to make the laws, but 
to administer them. I may, however, here say 
that Iam aeee'y in favour of religious in- 
struction, simple but thorough so far as it 
goes, being given in Board Schools ; for quite 
apart from the grave doubt whether the 
majority of children can obtain adequate 
religious teaching elsewhere or by other 
means, I bold that the absolate exclusion of 
such teaching from the curriculum of the 
school in which the child receives its general 
training would have a very evil influence ’ 
upon the education of the young. 

School Boards should not act in a spirit of 
rivalry towards Voluntary Schools, I am of 
opinion that, while it would be undesirable to 
help Voluntary Schools out of the rates, and 
while, notwithstanding, precisely the same 
conditions of efficiency should be exacted by 
the Education Department from them as 
from Board Schools, the continuance of such 
Schools as can still maintain a 
high level of excellence is a distinct benefit 
to the nation at large. 

I hope that one result of the recent Royal 
Commission on Elementary Bducation will be 
that the Education Code wi!l be changed in 
several important respects. By a modification 
of the present syst: m of Inspection and Pay- 
ment by Results, by the adoption of a more 
flexible curriculom, and ene which shall give 
large facilities for the due training of the

MR, LOWY’S SERMON ON SACRIFICE, 


TO THE BDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—It was with a feeling of deep pain and regret that I perus-d in your 
columns of the 5th inst. the sermon by the Rev. A. Lowy, in which the minister of 
the Berkeley Street Synagogue not only sought, as was quite legitimate, to justify 
the action taken by his congregation, but vilified “as hypocritical deniers of proven 
facts,” those, who believing in the divine command, that the Torah was neither ty 
be added to or diminished from, refused to follow the example of Korah ia rejecting 

the authority of Moses. Unwilling as I am to enter into controversial matters, and 
by word or deed to do aught that can widen the sad breach that has been created in 
Judaism, I feel I should be shamefully neglecting my duty if I did not publicly 
enter a protest against the spirit of casuistry and sophistry that pervades the 
discourse of the minister as reported in your columns, Whatcan be more painful 
to the Jew, unblinded by partisanship, and anxious for the spiritual and religious 
advancement of his people, than t2 compare the address in question with tbat of 
the Rey. D. W. Marks on January 27th, 1842, when the Reform Synagogue wag 
first instituted, in which loyalty to the written Mosaic Law was stated to be the 
corner-stone of the new edifice, How sadly have the glowing words of that first 
sermon been belied by the recent utterances of their accredited minister, and what 
a handle it has given to the bigoted and ignorant who cling blindly to the 
excresences that have gathered on Judaism during times of bitter persecution, for 
fear that any cleansing away of them may imperil the safety of the structure itself, 
Alas it is unutterably sad that the most fatal blow to the cause of reform should 
have been dealt by a minister of the eo called Reformed Synagogus itself, 

And what are the reasons urged for so gravea step? So far as I have been able to 
follow their exponents, the abolition of the prayers for the restoration of the 
sacrifices are made on the following grounds :— 

(a) That being a heathen custom they were as a matter of policy adopted into 
the Mosaic Law asa temporary expedient, under certain strict regulations as to 

t ime and place, so as to prevent the Israelites from sacrificing to the heathen 
deities. 

(b) That the inutility of sacrifice is borne out by passages ia the Psalms and 
Prophets,

(c) That the idea of the sacrifice of animals is contrary to the spirit of the age 


we live in. 
As regards (a) on what grounds, save that of pure conjecture,is such a state. 
ment made? The whole tenour of the Hebrew Scriptures is impregnated with the 
necessity of inviolable adherence to the Mosaic Law, even down to the last page o¢ 
Malachi, where the seer exhorts his hearers “Remember ye the law of Moses, my 
servant, whom I commanded on Horeb forall Israel, statutes and ordina ncee.’’ Where 
in the Torah itself does the Lawgiver lay down that the ordinances of the sacrifices 
as expounded by him are fora temporary purpose only, and that in the event of 
the sanctuary being established, Israel would be justified in treating those ordi- 
nances as nugatory? If these, why not others? Once begin, where are we to stop? 
If the Law of Moses be not accepted as an axiom in Judaism, of what use 
has been the travail of the ages? For that Law th e blood of our martyred ancestors 
has been spilt like water on the ground—for that Law our people have undergone 
innumerable persecutions and disabilities for countless generations, And through- 
out all these cycles of yearsit has stood like an impregnable fortress, founded on 9 
rock, unharmed by the assaults of its innumerable adversaries, a witness to all, whether 
friends or enemies, of the stability of Divine revelation, So long as the garrison 
be true to itself, no harm can befall it, but what can we say of those of its defenders 
who, whatever be thtir motives, attempt to tamper with the defences of the fortres? 
itself, There lies the real danger—not in the assaults of our open foes. If we te 
but true to ourselves our position is virtually unassailable, but if we once admit 
the fallibility of the Law and the temporary ra ture of its ordinances, we place a 
most potent weapon in the hands of our opponents. We logically admit all that 
Christianity claims, i.¢,, that the Lawis but the shadow ot better things, but type, 
of a new dispensation, ard this being #0, surely the Christian doctrine that the 
racrifice of animals is no longer necessary, being only the type of the death of its 
founder, gains irresistible force. How much more logical is this view, and more 
in consonance with the continuity of history, than to assert that it is tle 
high pitch of religious and moral culture thit we have arrived at in the boasted 
Nineteenth Century that bas rendered the idea of animal sacrifice abhorrent. Had 
the civilisation of the age reached the level of the Hindoo peasant, to whom the 
sacredness of animal life is on a par with, if not excelling that of human life, there 
might have beea something to urge from this point of view, but I have to learn 
that the vegetarian dootriae has been adopted as a cardinal point of faith by those 
whose aesthetic feelings are horrified at the idea of animal sacrifice. Even, if it 
were, their basis would be unsound, for modern science teaches us that animal and 
vegetable life differ but in degree, so to be o onsistent, their diet should consist, 
solely of rock salt or other minerals. The sacrifices set the seal of Divine sanction 
on the utilisation of avimals for the needs of man, and it is worthy of note that the 
animals permitted to be sacrificed were only such asthe Law pronounced clean for 
man’s food. 
The argument that the Prophets and Psalmists denounced sacrifices as a means 
of approach to the Almighty cannot bear examination. It is on a par with the 
arguments of Christian theologians, who, to prove their arguments, are forced to 
tear isolated passages away from their context. To prove what is here asserted, 
mark the argument adduced by the Rev. A, Léwy in his apology, in which he quote 
the denuuciation of sacrifices in the 50th Psalm, a denunciation not one whit 
stronger than that in the following chapter, where the Psalmist says: “For thou 
desirest not tacrifice; else would I give it; in burnt offering thou hast no 
delight, The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit; ® broken and contrite heart, 
O God wilt thou not desp'’se. Do good in thy favour unto Zion ; build thou the 
walls of Jerusalem, Then wilt thou be pleased with the sacrifices of righteousness 
with burnt offering and entire offering; then shall bullocks be offered upon thy 
altar." Now, Sir, is it fair and honest I ask for a spiritral guide of our people ty

Sokbinder speaks, whilst most of the members of the insignificant, and as I shall 
show, unsafe and unhealthy synagogues, belong to the lower olass who we are told 
would not be allowed to worship in the same building with the upper class. 

Icome now to Mr, Montagu’s remarks as reported in your issue of last week | 
Getells us he is always anxious to maintain what he calls “the independence” of 
the minor synagogues, and he is entirely opposed to any one being closei, and he 
(hinks even more are needed, 

It occurs to me that the phrase ‘‘ to maintain the independence ” of the minor ayna- 
gues is not very well chosen, Possibly owing to Mr. Montagu's generosity the 
fpital Square Synagague, which is undoubtedly one of the least poor of the minor 
magogues, nay become independent, I presume, nevertheless, that it is certainly 
{sired that even the Spital Square Synagogue when it becomes “ independent ” is 
depend, in a great measure, on the United Synagogue to maintain for it the 
mrious commundal establishments, and to bear the heavy communal cbarges which 
iat present supports, and of which all the members of all the minor synagogues 
well as all the poor in the East of London derive the benefit without sharing the 
burden, | 

As to the independence of eeveral of the iosignificant and hidden away Synago- 
gues which have not been so fortunate as to enlist the powerful support and interest 
mjoyed by the Spital Square Synagozus, it is within my knowledge that unfortu- 
tanately many of these are in such a state of abject poverty that they cannot raise 
pte funds necessary to make them decently habitable and safe, : 
It rightly understaod what is meant by the “iadependence of these syna. 
Pogues” it is proposed to keep them separate from ths corporate body. I on the 
ontrary desire to sce them form part of us, and that by conducting the services, as 
Mr, Montagu suggests, with a due regard for the wishes of the majority, we may 
lowly and steadily inoculate these persons with ideas of reverend and orderly 
Divine worship, conducted not necessarily in one but certain'y not in very many 
tynagogues, of which none should be hidden from light and all should be clean and 
healthy and safe. 

Shortly put, I advocate the policy of union as distinguished from that of 
| wparation. In order to enable the commanity to judge which is the wiser plan, it 
é manifestly material to see what is the condition of several of these rynagogurs of 
vhich Mr. Montagu wishes to see more created and not one closed. :

Much of the information Mr, Zeffert is desirous of obtaining may be 
procured by application to the Society, which would also welcome any aid or counsel 
from friends who realise as keenly as your correspondent evidently does the sadness 
of the present state of things. | 

The chief want of the Association at this moment is the personal assistance 
of ladies, who, in the fearless pursuit of a high ideal of womanly duty, and with a 
spirit of enlightened compassion, will, for the sake of ths end in view, overcome 
their natural reluctance to engage.in an unsavoury task, and, under proper safe 
guards, will themselves seek out their misguided sisters in the very streets, in order 
to reclaim them t» such a life as becomes the members of ‘‘a holy nation.” 

Shall I be pardonei for suggesting that in this matter the “ blot” rests not 
upon our sisters alone? The work of purification in Israel, if it is to be effectual, 
must not be entirely one-sided. How many of our brothers, even when indignation 
is hottest against their degraded sisters, would not, if they spoke the truth in their 
heart, be compelled to confess, “ She is more righteous than I!” 7

A CRY FROM THE PROVINCES, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

S1r,—I venture to take up my pen to address you ona subject that has long 
occupied my thoughtz, in the hope that through the medium of your wilely circu 
lated pages the at‘ention of some of the influential members of our community 
might b drawn to a lamentable—yet rem«diable~state of affairs in connection 
with several provincial synagogues, ae 

I think there cannot be many of your readers —certainly none who have had 
any experience of provincial Judaism—to whom the statement that upon thess 
synagogues there bangsa more or less considerable debt would come as 4 surprise, 
but there are few of them, I feel certain, who have any idea of the disastrous 
effect of euch debts, and the sure and ce‘tain check they impose on every move- 
ment of progress that may be a*tempted by these unfortunate congregations, 

The high rate of interest which in many cases is chargeable upon these mort- 
gages, and which at a critical time euch as that of threateved foreclosure, they are 
ouly too glad to beable to accept, makes this one of the most considerable items 
in the yearly balance sheet. It is a veritable mi!lstone that is ever dragging down 
the congregational head into the mire of difficulties, and the congregational syirit 
into the slough of despond. It cripples their resources and in very truth keeps 
thei best energies “ cabined‘and confined.” It swallows vp funds that should be, ard 
were intended to be, available for other purposes, and all matters connect d with 
nteroal improvement aod raising the staudard of Jewish life which the constant 
influx of persecuted immigrants hasa tendency to keep low—~all these and other 
:uch matters which are a s:nagogue's first concern, bat which have to be left to 
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‘he combated by a limited Prov 


incial Ministers’ Fund, the synagogue is obliged to 
regard with helpless indifference, In the three towns of which I can authoritatively 
speak, it is not too much to say that the one absorbing thought and anxiety of the 
congregational leaders is, “‘ How shall we meet the interest when it becomes due? ’ 


‘To lessen the amount of the original debt is a hope which under the present arrange- 


ments only looks at them from the shadowy regions of dreamland, and the one 
inheritance which the present generation of provincial Jews have at least no 
doubt about transmitting intact to their descendants, is a crippling mortgage. 
Take for instance the congregation of which I have the privilege to be minister, 
I do not altogether deny that those who, nine years ago, were responsible when the 
synagogue was building, were not guilty of some extravagance in authorising the 
erection of a somewhat handsome structure, but it was fora laudable object enough, 
‘and there were then men of influence and wealth among us upon whom we could 
rely for support, but many of whom since that time have either died or left the 
‘town for the metropolis, Be that as it may, it makes our situation at the present 
none the less desperate. Upon our synagogue there hangs a debt of £3,600, bearing 
interest at 44 percent, Three times already since its opening has the mortgage 
been called in, on each occasion putting us to nearly £100 expense for solicitors’ 
feos, &c., and driving us to all sorts of expedients in our endeavours to meet this 
additional outlay. £3,600 at 44 per cent. is £162, and thatis the sum that has to be 
laid aside before one pound can be paid for salaries, or one penny voted from the 
congregational fund for our many starving poor. It is one intense struggle to k3ep 
the four walls of the synagogue over our heads, We fear to look around lest the 
mere act should involve expense, ard rightly, too, for our synagogue already shows 
signs of decay, and necessary a matter as it is, we have no money to spend on such 
repairs. Our ove Benevolent Society, owing to the unusual stress this year put 
upon us, is languishing for funds ; already we are in debt to our Treasurer, and 
yet we cannot just now look for help to the grant, which in years past the congre. 
gation was accustomed to make to this necessary institution. It would be indelicate 
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on my part to make more than a passing reference to the tender salaries which the 


congregation is perforce ubliged to offer its officials, but there is not, I know, one 
right-minded member, who.is not painfully aware that the emoluments of the office 
are miserably insufficient for any gentleman—be bis merits never 80 ineignificant— 
who has to live and dress respectably and represent his community in local affairs 

The cases of Hartlepool and Shields, with whose affairs as Visiting Minister I 
am also acquained, are nove the less serious, because in actual figures the amount 
of their responsibilities is not so great. The Rev. Dr. H, Adler will bear testimony 


to the despair of the former congregation at the time of his Pastoral Tour in July, | 


owing to the pressing claims of the mortgage (which, happily, he was able to 


* temporarily relieve), but when even its steady-going, devout members can regard 


the sale of the synagogue as within the range of probability, it will be confessed 
that the question whether this state of affairs is quite irremediable is not ill-timed, 
I answer that question in the negative, and I donot do so nor have I mentioned 


_ the above facts in support of an appeal for subscription to liquidate these synagogue 


debts. %Zhat I do not ask, butit has occurred to me that with the temporary aspis- 
tance of some of our wealthier brethren a means could be found by which, while 
keeping our independence we could yet in time gradually fre» ourselves from our 
troubles. Surely there must be many a one among our leading men, who, if he 
would not follow the example set by Mr. Montagu, at Spital Square, and lend us 
the money free of interest repayable over a certain period, could yet well afford to 
do so at, ray half the rate of interest we are paying now. Their money would be 


_ safe enough, If the synagogue deeds are sufficient security for a Christian, surely 


they would be for one of our own faith, The benefits that would accrue'to us 
from even the latter of these expedients would be almost unspeakable. The danger 
of another foreclosure andits attendant evils from the fear of which we are never 
free would be removed from us, indeed all the misfortunes which I have described, 
and others too, would disappear from our view, and we should annually be able to 
reduce the amount of our debt, 


Ardthat is the main object which I have before me in writing, and for which © 


we are ever striving. Otherwise, under the present system we must continue to 
flound-r and struggle, till perhaps acrash comes. I recommend my remarks tothe 
earnest consideration of the many capable men amongst us who have it in their 
power to come to the rescue in the manner I have indicated. I can assure them 
—and others too—on whose opinion they may be disposed to lay. greater weight 
than on mine, that they would be doing an act of the truest philanthropy which 
would draw down upon them the gratitude of every Israclite in the country, and 
whose influence for good on at least Northern Provincial Judaism it would be 
impossible at the present moment to estimate. :

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,pBATH ADDRESSES TO JEWISH WORKING MEN AND 
WOMEN.

The first of the series of special Sabbath afternoon addresses to foreign 
jovish working men and women at the Great Synagogue has been held, 
ni much speculation has been seb at rest.

It 
‘s anusual, and it may appear peculiar to look upon oar foreign brethren from the 
point of view of the picturesque, but the strange assortment, from the lowest 
grade to the middle class through its various stages, the ill-clad rubbing shoulders 
ith the well-dressed, the healthy with the pallid, and these unfortunately nota few 
is number, the “ greener” cheek by jowl with the foreigner from whom long residence 
tus obliterated many of the outward signs of immigration from an Eastern land, 
she tout ensemble of poverty in a building whose very simplicity is its richness, was 

Numerically the service was unquestionably a marked success, It igs 
afe to assume that never before in its history has the Great Synagogue been 
sowded with such anenormous congregation. Not only was every seat occupied, 
bat the congregants were packedin a manner which must have been seen to have 
been appreciated, but beyond that, every available, and almost inaccesible inch of 
danding room was contested for. The passages between the blocks of seats were 
‘lied to within a few feet of the Ark,and even the eteps of the Almemar were 
mvded. It is, however, somewhat questionable whether the service quite hit the 
mk, True that, with but few exceptions, the mass who overflowed the synagogue 
wre “foreign Jewish working men,” but scarcely of that grade which it was 
jaired to reach, It seemed to be the general opinion that barely a fifth of the 
ungregation could be accounted for from those who frequented the poorest class of 
Cherras, and that few, if any, were present of those whoas aruledo not attend any 
errice except on New Year or Day of Atonement. To the practised eye it was easy to 
pick out the various phases of East Endlife. Here was the boot sweaters’ labourer 
hard blackened hands, high-cheek-boned, and pallid, a party-coloured handker- 
thief in the place usually occupied by the collar ; there the tailors’ hand, with his 
nguid appearance and the stoop of the left shoulder caused by the preasing-irons, 
" tad of the privilege of being permitted to sit at the head of the 
magogue—no line of demarcation on thatday, no call of “felt hats behind the bar” ; 
wd near them their employers well cladand with Sabbath ornaments, On the seats 
marked with “ R,” and usually occupied by the Rothschilds, were to be seen severa] 
ifthe horny-handed. Quite a hundred of the members and regular attendants were 
present, probably curious to see what would be the response to the invit-tion of 
the Wardens, and every one of the City Synagogues contributed some or their 
members to the general mass.

ostentation before their neighbours, It happened that they were looated amongst 

the not most enlightened portion of the city, and it behoved thom not to do aught 
which was open to misrepresentation. The laws were not diffoult to understand, 

and the moral law which every man’s conscience dictated was easy of observance. 

By their garb, by their appearance, they could be readily recognised as of foreign 

birth and religion. Let them pause and think of the consequence of the acta of one 
backslider, Let them in fancy ponder over what might be the consequences of 
crime by one of them, Ifa Jow was guilty of a crime it was not “a Jew" who was 
the criminal, but ‘one of the Jews." So compact was their race that each was 
made answerable for the acta of his brother. The good opinion of their neighbours 
might lie in the hollow of each of their hands, and not only the opinion of their 
neighbours but even the safety of their brethren. The East End was, from a variet y 
of causes, in a state of ferment, the most trivial cause might bring about ill-feeling- 
Let them carefully observe the ordinances of their ancient and Holy Law, and that in 
itself would keep them in the right groove, Honest and upright before all men! 
That must be their guiding motto, Let them also shun Stille chassenas und getten, 
illegal marriages and divorces ; the laws of the land were just and the best—let them 

be rigorously carried out, And above all, Peaco! At all costs and by every endea- 

vour let there bepeace, Let them not quarrel amongst themselves lest they become 
an object of derision, and heaven forfend a dispute with their neighbours, In the 

height of human passion it was well-nigh impossible to restrict a dispute te words, 
and God forbid that the day should dawn in England when a dispute between Jews 
and their neighbours would end in blows, what its consequences, where its finality 
not be, nota living being could prophecy. And finally he would entreat them to 

see to the proper education of their children, With themselves ill-education was a 

misfortune, but with their children it would be their grievous fault, for opportunities 
were not wanting for their offspring to receive a sound Jewish and secular educa- 

tion.

The service last Sabbath may, on all hands, be considered a success. The elements 
of success are certainly not wanting. A service that is not too long, lasting as it 
does as nearly as possible sixty minutes, a Reader, that to the foreign Jews is incon- 
parable, and a choir that, if not perfection in itself, lightons and varies the service. 
Some means should be taken to avoid in the future so large an attendance of regular 
members, With a seating capacity of only five hundred the presence of quite a fifth of 
that number of the members keeps an equal number at least of foreigners out of 
the Synagogue, at any rate that was the case last Sabbath, whea large numbers 
could not gain admission, It is desirable that the synagogue should not be allowed 
to be so fully packed on another occasion, It is a fact that the interior of the 
synagogue presented a solid mass, and such a thing as exit from the end of the 
building till those in front had passed out wes impossible. The Saturday afternoon 
services are undoubtedly a step in the right direction. The fore'gn Jew is pro- 
verbially jealous of an innovation, and it is to be hoped that the future services 
will be attended by the congregants who are specially invited. The service last 
Saturday gave undoubted indications that such a consummation may confidently 
be looked forward to. 


“REFORMED JUDAISM IN ENGLAND,’--The Guardian of October 10th contains 
a long article (from the pen of the Rev. Isidore Harris) on “ Reformed Judaism 
in England.” The article happily remarks: “Nono of the theological and 
ritualistic differences among English Jews are of such vital importance as to em- 
bitter the public or social relations of the two sections. On the contrary, in the 
management of their charitable and educational institutions, and in all matters of 
external organisation, the Jews of Great Britain present a solid and united front, 
The Jews’ Free School, the Board of Guardians, the Jews’ College, the Jews’ Hospital 
and Orphan Asylum, the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Asrociation are 
administered indifferently by members of both partics. Intermarriag¢s are of every- 
day occurrence, Most noticeable of all is the spirit of self-sacrifice in which all the 
better-off Jews, sinking religious differences, have devoted themselves to the gigantic 
task of ameliorating the condition of the foreign Jewish poor, and inducing and 
aiding them to acquire English babits and manners of thought. But for the earnest- 


nees with which this work has been taken in hand of late years, the foreign poor, . 


who principally hail from Russia where superstition is rife, would by this time have 
formed a third party of ultra-orthodox Jews, As it is, they bave been so rapidly and 
skilfully absorbed in the general Jewish community that this danger is happily 
averted.” | 


ARTIZANS DWELLINGS IN SPITALFIELDS AND WHITECHAPEL,—At the weekly 
meeting of the Metropolitan Board of Works, held on Friday last, a deputation 
memorialised the Board to schedule the sites of Bell Lane, 8 italfields, and Pearl 
Street, Whitechapel, both densely occupied by Jewish working men and their 
families. with a view to their being improved under the Artizans’ Dwellings Act.

population was necesssrily injurious to the moral and physica well-being of the 
inhabitants, !The petition was referred to the Works and General Purpos:s

Should not the deep-lying 
stratum of good tendencies which must exist in his nature be searched for and 
exploited, just as his surface-seam of more or less sordid qualities had been 
worked in the name of benevolence? Surely this was a duty we owed to 
our brother in faith, despite his Russian origin and his outlandish manners. 
It could not be right to ho'd him at arm's length and tacitly to encourage 
him by our “ aloofness ” in his stubbornly foreign ways and ideas, For his sake 
it was cruel to do so; for if there is one thing certain it is that he has to 
suffer for his stubbornness in the distrust and the ill-will and the more or less 
active hostility of his neighbours. To civilise him, to maks him more English 
and less Russian, to save him from the scorn and suspicion of a thoughtless 


and ignorant population and even from the contempt of his own children, — 


who take so quickly to their new country’s ways—surely to do this would 
be but the simplest kindness, But the:e is more still to be done. There is 
the moral life of the East End toiler that has to bs reached. It would have 


been a miracle if he hal borne the accumulated effects of long continued — 
Russian oppression, conjoined to the influence of a semi-barbaric example, 


without his moral ideas being debased. A harsh law begets its Nemesis in 


the cunning that evades it, anda brutal peasantry not only despoils, but © 


degrades its victims. What the Russo-Jewish immigrant is Russian life has 
made him. But from this condition he must be rescued by Anglo-Jewish 
effort. He has good qualities latant beneath his less promising characteris- 
tics like *‘ a fuuntain of sweet waters in the sea,” and these it behoves us to 
ungeal and evoke, The task is one that will pay, though not in the pecuniary 
sense. It is to our interest as well as our duty to take these brethren of 
ours by the hand and lead them by the still waters and the green pastures of the 
higher life.

SIR JOHN SIMON. 


‘We regret to announce that, owing to ill-health, Sir John Simon, M.P., has 


expressed his intention to resign his eeat in Parliament, In an address to hig 
coastituents Sir John Simon writes : : 


“It is with deep regret that I have to announce to you my intention to retire 
from Parliament. During the greater part of the session of 1887 illness prevented 
me from being in my place in the House of Commons, You then showed me great 
kindness. At the beginning of the present session my health had so much im- 
proved that I was able to take my accustomed part in the business of the House ; 
but the strain, I am sorry to say, has proved too much for me, From the commence- 
ment of the recess, I have again suffered from severe and prolonged illness, and I 
feel that I am no longer equal to the wear and tear of Parliamentary life. In duty 
t» you, therefore, as well as to my family, I shall, on the re-assembling of Parlia- 
ment next month, take the necessary steps for vacating my seat. This resolution 
eatails upon me no small measure of pain. In 1868, when, for the first time, you 
exercised your newly-acquired franchise as a Parliamentary borough, you did me 
the great hcnour to elect me as your first member, and you have returned me to 
five successive Parliaments—on the two last occasions by exceptionally large 


majorities. These remarks of your confidence willbe amongst the most cherished 
memories of my live.” 


The annouscement of Sir John Sinon's intention to resign h’s seat was 


received with general regret throughout Dewsbury aud neighbouring districts: 


Peisons of all classes, creeds and politics have conveyed to the learned Serjeant 
their sorrow at his impending resignation. Even th» local newspapers, representing 
views opposed to thus: held by Sir John, have published sympathetic articles on his 
retirement from the represetitation of Dewsbury.

meetings Sir John was asked about his being a Jew, The fervour with which he 
replied, “ Yes gentlemen I belong to that race which taught mankind God and gave 
morality to the world,”’ is remembered to this day. | 
At a epec'al meeting of the General Council of the Dewsbury Parliamentary

THE LATE SIR BARROW H. ELLIS, K.C.S.I. 


As briefly mentioned in our last weck's issue, on TharsJay evening the 11th, 
portrait of the late Sir Barrow H., Ellis, K.C.8.I., Vice-President and Chairman of 
the Council of Jews’ College, was unveiled by the Rev, Dr. Hermann Adler in the 
Council room of that institution. 

Dr. ADLER said : Gentlemen, before we proceed to the transaction of the busiuess 
of this evening, I have a duty to perform, in the discharge of which sentiments of 

ret and satisfaction are strangely blended, Shortly after the decease of our 
valued friend, the late Sir Barrow H. Eliis, it was suggested that a portrait of our 
lamented friend should be prepared and placed in this institution, with which he 
was connected during life, The plan met with the approval of the members of the 
Council, I had the portrait prepared, and it is now my privilege to unveil this pic- 
ture, We all remember what took place when Sir Barrow Ellis returned from India 
in 1875, For 33 years he had been a member of the Civil Service in India. Hehad 
passed through the various grades of his profession and he had served his sovereign 
and his country with fidelity and devotion. As soon as he returned here it was his 
greatest joy and privilege to join his brethren in faith, he regularly attended the 
services at the synagogue aud determined to serve the community he loved so wisely 
and so well. He became President of the Deaf and Dumb Home, one of the Vice- 
Presidents of the United Synagogue and Anglo-Jewish Association, but it was in his 
capacity of Vice-President and Chairman of the Council of Jews’ College that he 
specially showed his great zeal aud administrative ability. As a proof thereof I may 
mention the munificent legacy he bequeathed to the funds of the College. We all 
remember the ability with which he administered the affairs of this institution, An 
intimate friend and admirer of the deceased, Sir Bartle Frere, was once asked “ By 
what right does England hold the government of India?" He answered, *‘By the 
divine right of good government.” Our departed friend was a singular instance of 
such good government. By mingled firmness and kindliness he succeeded in winning 
and securing the respect alike of Europeans and natives, It was this same courtesy 
and tact which he showed in presiding over our deliberations, and we huve now the 
gratification of seeing those beloved lineaments in which we can discern those 
i ateaegr traits of character so clearly preserved to us for ever. He left no children 

hind him. We are told by our rabbins of old that the actions of a man, those are 
his children, His actions will indeed enshrine his name forever within our hearts, 
so that he will for ever remain though lost to sight to memory dear. 

The Rev. 8. SINGER felt that no futher tribute was needed from him after the 
felicitous remarks of the Rev. Dr. Adler. He would like to point out that his original 
suggestion aimed at the preservation of some reminiscence of that kind in all the 
Institutions with whose welfare Sir Barrow Ellis had identified himself. It was his 


. privilege to be the minister of the Synagogue in which Sir Barrow held for many 


bm the office of warden. He had often noticed how thoroughly conservative were 
is ideas of Judaism. But with all his religious earne-tness he had not in his nature 
an atom of fanaticism or intolerance such as sometimes diefigured zeal in the same 
cause, There was in hima remarkable uvion of strength and sweetnezs, Those who 
knew him best felt that it was equally a pleasure to work with him or to 
work under him. The likeness before them was a striking reproduction of the 
graceful and dignified features of their late Chairman. No worthier portrait could 
be hung upon that wall, and none would offer, from the life of the original, a 
higher lesson of devotion to duty than the portrait, just unveiled, of their faith- 
ful friend and fellow worker, Sir Barrow Helbert Ellis, 

The Rev, J, CHAPMAN, in moving thatthe portrait should be hung in the Coun- 
cil Room, said that the self-sacrificing labours of their late lamented chairman 
exemplified in the happiest manner the union of those great elements of communal 
strength described by our teachers as “the Law, worship and practical philan- 
thropy.” His efforts on behalf of the College for the training of Ministers and 


Teachers formed one branch of his activity, his work for the synagogue another, and — 


his labours on behalf of the deaf and dumb and the convalescent sick a third. The 
poreeers which had been unveiled was a startling likeness of their departed friend ; 

e seemed to speak to them out of the picture, and the manly, refined, and genial 
face would, he trust, look down with encouragement on many future generations 
who would sit around the Council table. | : 

Mr. CHARLES SAMUEL said he could not refrain from adding a few words to 
what had fallen from preceding speakers.

THE LATE MR. J. M. LEVY. 


Mr. Jcseph Moses Levy, one of the chief proprietors.of the Daily Telegraph 
died on Friday, after a long and severe jillness, at his seaside residence, Florence 
Cottage, Ramsgate, Mr. Levy, who was in his 77th year, leaves several children to 
mourn his loss, among them being Mrs, George Faudel Phillips, wife of the Alder- 
man,.and Mrs, Goe'z, of Gloucester Gardens, Hyde Park. There is also an unmarried 
daughter, Miss Matilda Levy. Mr. Levy's eldest son, Edward, like his late brother, 
Lionel, assumed the name of Lawson, and is best known as one of the proprietors of 
the Zelegraph., 

The late Mr. Levy spent the earlier years of his life in commercial pursuits, 
In later years his tastes and inclinations induced him to turn his attention to jour- 
nalism, and it was through his geniusin this direction that he made the vily 
Telegraph so great a power in journalism. When he became a proprietor of that. 
paper its fortunes were at so low an ebb that the purchase money, it is said, was only 
£1,000, Mr, Levy worked in the interests of the paper without flagging almost to 
the hour of his death, Like his wife, who predeceased him four years ago, and 
by whose side he now lies, he was of an extremely amiable and charitable disposi- 
tion, In private charity he dispensed large sums, and it is within our knowledge 
that during the present year he assisted a Jewish tradesman in the West End wit 
several hundred pounds, to relieve him form pecuniary embarassments, The fallin 
away of his sors from Judaism was severely felt by him, and had the effect o 
weakening his interest in Jewish affairs ; but even in recent times he loved to have 
a goseip with Jewish acquaintances in order to learn what was going on in the 
community. His death is felt asasevere loss by his large family circle, and by 
all those who were acquainted with him.

Mit other times, their mission would take them into the palaces and council 
shambers of kings and nobles, where, at the peril of their lives, they would stigma- 
tise some iniquitous act of the ruling powers, Never did the needy and oppressed 
find more ardent champions of their cause than these fearless “men of God.” Jerome, 
in one of his writings, speaks of “the sublime audacity of the Prophets ” Corensie 
adacia prophetarum). We can almost picture to ourselves thie audacity ighting 
up the features of an Isaiah, as he bids defiance toa tyrannical nobility, and con- 
fronts them with the question, ‘‘ What mean ye that ye beat my people to pieces, and 
grind the faces of the poor?” The Hebrew commonwealth being established on a 
theocratic basis, a close relation subsisted between religion and politics. Thus the 
prophet was not only a preacher, he was likewise a statesman and patriot, who 
timed to make his voice heard on questions of political import. Particularly when 
wme weak monarch was tempted to bolster up his tottering power by means of an 
impradent alliance which left his kingdom more enervated than before, the “ ser- 
vant of God” would expose the folly of such a polioy, impressing upon monarch and 
people that, instead of relying on a“ broken reed,” they should look to God for 
tuccour in distress. 

Luxury, ostentation, wantonness, drunkenness, disunion—every vice, in short, 
by which the commonwealth was being undermined—becomes in turn the subject 
of prophetic reproof. With what iterated emphasis do they dwell on the certainty 
divine retribution! Isaiah strikes the key-note of prophetism in these words :

GERMAN ANTI-SEMITISM IN THE MIDDLE AGES,—At a meeting on the 29th 
ult., of the Academy of Moral and Political Sciences in Paris, M. Zeller, one of the 


Semitism in Germany during the l4thcentury. M. Zeller reminded his colleagues 
that in all ages the Jews were the object of violent attacks ; but anti-Semitism was 
more prevalent during the Middle Ages than at any other epoch. In Germany, 
then as now, the governing c'asses marched at the head of the movement, the rest 
followed. The political question was mixed up with theSemitio. Proceeding with 
his subject, M. Zeller remarked that the Germans excelled by their violert attacks 
upon the Jews, He showed the effects of the black plague in 1348 and the evil 
caused by some fanatics, who were guilty of the oruellest excesses in spite of the 
exhortations of the clergy ; and he examined the causes of the persecutions directed 
against the Jews, who were reproached with their wealth anl their numbers, 
Their prosperity they owed partly to the Emperor Charles 1V,, who was their first 
patron, and to the great lords who, for pecuniary considerations, became their 
defenders. The anti-Semitic movement commenced in German Switzerland, and 
yanced as faras the Rhine. The movement manifested iteelf in a series of auto 
fés and mastacres at Bale, Fribourg, Strasbourg, Nuremberg, Mayence, and other 
places. The appearance of the flagellante brought about a recrudescence of violence 
in the persecutions of the Jews ; but when by order of Charles IV., these bands of 
fanatics were dispersed, the agitation against the Jews was sensibly diminished.
